Pensions under this act, except in ap- 
plications for original pension by 
persons who have not heretofore re- 
ceived a pension.” 

Approved, June 10, 1918. 

The act of June 10, 1918, amend- 
pension law of 
May 11, 1912, provides the rate of 
$30 per month for soldiers and sail- 
ors of any age who served ninety 
days and less than six month during 
the Civil War and were honorably 
discharged, and who are now receiv- 
ing lower rate, Those who are sev- 
enty-two years of age, or over, and 
who served six months, are entitled 
to receive $32 per month; those who 
served one year $35 per month; one 
and one-half years, $38 per month; 
aid two years, or over, $40 per 
month, These increases will be grant- 
ed automatically, and without appli- 
cation of any kind to the Pension 
Bureau, to all soldiers and sailors 
now pensioned under the act of May 
11, 1912, and who ‘have attained the 
required age and served the necessa'y 
length of time. 

Soldiers and sailors who served 
during the Civil War, and are pen- 
sioned at lower rates under some oth- 
er law, but who are entitled to pen- 
sion under the act of May 11, 1912, 
will be required to file an application 
under that act in order to receive the 
benefits of the new law. 

The Pension Bureau will make pay- 
ments with all the dispatch possibie 
under existing conditions, and it is 
hoped that payments due August 4, 
1918, may be made at the new rate.

the civilian population. We have furnished it, and at the same 
‘time have fed increasing armies of our own and no one in this 
country has gone hungry any more than in ordinary years, and pos- 
sibly not as much. ’ 

A year ago the estimated amount of wheat for export was 
twenty million bushels, but from the shippers comes the informa- 
tion that the actual amount sent across the ocean was 120 million 
bushels Beef exports were ordinarily two million pounds month- 
ly; for the past year there has been shipped to Europe an average 
of 80 million*pounds monthly. Pork exports were 50 million pounds 
monthly previous to the work of the food administration. The larg- 
est single month’s exports in the past twelve months was 308 mil- 
lion pounds. 


In connection with: the credit due the food administration 
there must also be mentioned the almost unanimous support of 
every man, woman, and child in America. There have been food 
slackers, but relatively small in number. The people recognized that 
food was the one big item in which every one could assist, and they 
have responded bravely. 

Another phase of information to be derived from the report of 
the food administration is that of the difference in prices at the 
present time and a year ago. One year ago the price of flour at 
Mjnneapolis, the recognized flour center, was $16.75 per barrel, 
wholesale. Present price is $9.80 per barrel. In the matter of price 
margin between the farmer’s wheat and the flour made from it, 
the difference one year ago was $5.68, while the difference now is 
just 64 cents. However, the farmer now gets 27 per cent more for 
his wheat, but the housewife pays only 13 per cent more for her 
flour. 





Coupled now with the relative bettered conditions for the far- 
mer and the housewife is still the tremendous satisfaction that the 
Allies have been fed.

THE PART THAT CIVILIANS PLAY |“FUMIGATE AND  FERTILIZE AND

|their tragedies. 

Read this testimony of Braud 
Whitlock, who as our minister to 


{Belgium knows what it means for 


a land to be occupied by German 
troops: 
“Tamines is a little mining town 


on the Sambre. The little church 
stands on the village green overlook- 
ing the river, its facade all splotched 
where the bullets and grapeshot spat- 
tered against it. And in the little 
graveyard beside the church there 
are hundreds of new-made graves, 


long rows of them, each with its 
small wooden cross and its bit of 
flowers. The crosses stand in ser- 


ried rows, so closely that they make 
a very thicket, with scarcely room 
to walk between them. “ They were 
all new, of painted wood, alike ex- 
cept for the names and the ages— 
thirteen to eighty-four. But they ail 
bore the same sinister date—August 
22, 1914. 

“The Germans began to pillage and 
burn the houses, 676 of them; then 
they turned all the inhabitants into 
the street, promiscuously marching 
them about. It went on for long 
hours; they were given no food or 
drink. During a hait they forced 
them to lie beneath the machine 
guns, then they lined them up against 
the church wall and performed a 
mock execution. About 600 men 
were massed in St. Martin’s Square, 
on the river bank, and their wives, 
mothers, daughters were assembled 
by the soldiers to witness the scene. 

“They lined up their victims in 
three rows along the Sambre and 
tumbled 150 of them head over heeis 
into the river, shoving back with 
their bayonets those who attempted 
to cling to the bank. Only four or 
five. escaped by swimming. During 
this first execution the machine guns 
were trained on the remaining lines. 





When the firing had ceased that 
night, there were more than 400 
dead; their bodies lying there, wom- 


en, too, and children. And the 
graves are there near by, in the 
cemetery, and the ages given are 
from 13 to 84.” 

The part that these civilians play- 
ed in the war was to bring to the 
civilized world the realization of wnat 
it would mean for German arms to 
conquer. In playing their part thev 
gave their lives in the most cruel 
way a beastly enemy could devise. 
What part will our civilian popula- 
tion play in the war? Will it go 
along living as it did before the war,

forcefully by the bank president as 
a part of the fundamental things that 
|}go to make up success. The opin- 
ion of this man, who has been the 
leading financier in the heart of one 
of the best citrus districts of the 
United States, is worthy of being 
sent out to where it will reach all 
citrus growers in. all communities. 

“You might think,” said Mr. Bar- 
tle, ‘that all citrus growers realize 
the necessity for fumigation and fer- 
tilization, but it is unforunately not 
a fact. There are many in every com- 
munity who will “see as through a 
glass darkly” when these subjects 
are mentioned, and the first costs 
of fumigation are always more or 
less of a serious stumbling block with; 
them. A man does not have to be a 
grower tc know that success lies 
in annual fumigation, and a proper 
amount of fertilizing. One need on- 
ly be an observer, and I have ob- 
served the performance of groves 
for thirty years. The men who find 
it difficult to finance their groves 
each year are almost without varia- 
tion, the ones who are still doubt- 
ful about the necessity for annual 
fumigation. There is always lurking 
in their minds the thought that per- 
haps one fumigation may be skipped 
with impunity, and it is just this 
chance which they take which causes 
their financial difficulties. Those men 
who have automatically and consist- 
ently fumigated and fetrilized each 
years are the ones whom I know to 
be loaning money and not borrowing 
it. I could cite you many cases if it 
were not professionally impossible 
to do so. 

“In this sem-tropic country we of 
course assume that the grower will 
do an adequate amount of irrigation. 
He knows more about the “wilting 





point” of trees than he generally 
‘Knows about scale infestation. If 
trees look “clean” he is liable not 


to investigate further and find the 
nucleus of scale that will cause him 
a loss of crop before the next year. 
Not so with the man who has made 
a success of the citrus business. He 
takes no chances with “clean” trees, 
but fumigates every year. 

“It used to be said that this county 
was an “every-other-year”’ fumigation 
locality, and many men were suc- 
cessful in the old days when fol- 
lowing this method. But I am certain 
they would have been more success- 
ful if they had fumigated annually, 
and it is most certainly a fact that 
an orange grove cannot be run suc-} 
cessfully in this county in these days 
unless it is conscientiously fumigated 
every year. 

“Knowing these facts to be the 
basis of success, I am always desirous 
of knowing the methods of a rancher
